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Come now the Community Action Council for Lexington-Fayette, Bourbon, Harrison and 

Nicholas Counties, Inc. (CAC), by counsel, pursuant to 807 KAR S:OO1 Section 3(8), and hereby 

moves for leave to intervene as a full party in the above-referenced proceeding. In support of this 

motion, CAC states as follows: 

1. CAC is a non-profit, SOI(c)(3), community action agency which provides social services, 

including energy assistance and related services, to numerous low income residents of 

Colunibia Gas’s service territory, including Columbia’s current Customer Assistance 

Program (CAP). In addition, CAC formerly operated a program providing Columbia Gas 

CHOICE Customers, particularly low-income customers, with an alternative gas supplier, 

a program that is no longer operating.
